H. Shibley, of this city, director of 
the American bureau of political re­ 
search, Sunday night. 
A general strike for manhood suf­ 


fr a g e by the German people is the 
only means of preventing a bloody 
war, in his opinion, which may in­ 
volve entire Europe. 
Analyzing the 
situation and suggesting the sole re­ 
lief, in his opinion, Mr. Shibley adds; 
“In nearly all of the other Euro­ 
pean countries the people 
are 
iii 
power. 
These free people are insist­ 
ing on the doing away with war, hav­ 
ing proposed a cessation of dread­ 
nought building; whereas, the Ger­ 
man aajd Alist ria-Hungarian ruling 
few are beset with demands from the 
people of German blood for govern­ 
mental reform—freedom for all Ger­ 
mans, while the Slavic subjects are 
plotting for independence, 
the 
idea 
being that the combined Slavic peo­ 
ple should form an immense Slavic 
state. 
“That is the situation. 
The oligar­ 
chy is protecting itself by declaring 
war against Servia so as to hurl the 
liberty-seeking subjects against the 
outside liberty-seeking Slavs. 
“Only one power on earth can stop 
it, doubtless, and that is for the lib­ 
erty-seeking subjects to 
declare 
a 
nation-wide industrial strike and re­ 
fuse to transport troops, demanding 
immediate governmental reform—po­ 
litical freedom. 
“Thus from their position as polit­ 
ical slaves and sure death for hun­ 
dreds of thousands should they fail to 
strike, the people of Austria-Hungary 
and Germany would at once advance 
to the controling power and peaceful­ 
ly dominate the situation, not only 
for their own countries, but for all 
Europe, by leading to the longed-for 
international European agreement to 
cease increasing the war armament.

This concern was charged with de­ 
frauding the railroads by way of un 
derailing carload shipments of ferti­ 
lizer by loading certain ears with 300 
hags of fertilizer each, weighing 60,- 
*000 pounds, and tendering these ears 
in their bills of lading to the railroads 
as “ 150 bags fertilizc?r each, neighing 
30,000 pounds,” thereby cutting the 
railroads out of 50 per cent of reve­ 
nue, which they were legally «ntitled 
to. 
A federal investigation 
is 
being 
conducted by Assistant Ignited States 
D istrict Attorney Knox. of New York 
City, into fraudulent classification of 
merchandise by merchants. 
A total 
of 125 cases are under investigation 
and already sufficient evidence has 
been secured against three firms to 
bring about their indictment and con­ 
viction.

kept separate a mr that money had 
been paid out of certain funds which 
should have been paid from other 
funds, and that in seevral instances 
funds, and that in several Instances 
improperly replenished 
from 
other 
funds of the university. 
Auditor John P. Gordon said Sat­ 
urday night that as a result of til© 
audit, the accountants would prepare 
for the university a modern system 
of bookkeeping, and that in the fu­ 
ture he would demand that the uni­ 
versity’s accounts be kept in strict 
accordance with law and with mod­ 
ern accounting systems. 
The report calls particular atten­ 
tion to a marked annual increase in 
the expenditure for light and heat 
during tjie past 
three 
years, 
and 
states that the accounts are kept in 
such a way that the accountants wrere 
unable to learn the reason for the in­ 
creases or to what extent they were 
justified. 
In 1911 the light and heat hill was 
$54,600.18. 
In 1912 it reached $81,- 
726.61, and in 1913 it was $97,580.70. 
The treasurer 
of 
the 
university 
keeps no accounts with the several 
funds, the report states, and he is not 
in a position lo know whether bal­ 
ances are available to meet the war 
rants which he pays. 
Atention is called to the mingling 
of funds, the report stating: 
“Tile income received by the uni­ 
versity, over which the board of cu­ 
rators has exclusive control, is min­ 
gled with the state appropriation in 
such a manner as to render a com­ 
plete accounting for the appropria­ 
tions of the state practically impos­ 
sible.” 
The accountants reported that Jan­ 
uary I, 1914, many of the funds xvere 
overdrawn, and, in commenting on 
that condition, they quote an opinion 
from the attorney general to the ef­ 
fect that if the treasurer of a state 
institution uses money from one fun<\ 
to pay obligations in another, he is 
personally 
liable 
for 
the 
amount. 
More than $40,000 was found to have 
been transferred between funds to 
create balances in exhausted funds. 
An overdraft of $3,008.29 wras found 
to have existed 
in 
the 
university 
dining club fund since December 31, 
1913. 
The dining club has been dis­ 
continued and the accountants recom­ 
mended that an investigation be made 
to determine who is liable for the 
deficiency. 
“It should be determined,” the re­ 
port says, “whether it is a liability 
of the executive board in that it ap­ 
proved of payments from a fund in 
which there was no cash on hand; a 
liability of the treasurer in that he 
paid warrants drawn on one fund out 
of cash belonging to another fund, 
or whether it should he made good 
from the general maintenance fund. 
“The county farm adviser fund is 
also overdrawn $2,708.56. 
The books 
do not show the real meaning of this, 
but we are informed that It is the 
amount owing to the university by 
various counties on account of sal­ 
aries advanced to county farm ad­ 
visers.

London. The case of $1,100 de­ 
posited in a Lancashire bank SO years 
ago and unclaimed until the other 
day, is by no means unique. 
Every 
3 ear the exchequer benefits consid­ 
erably ny absent-minded persons who 
lad to claim dividends due on govern­ 
ment stock. 
rho amount left unclaimed every 
> eai a \ ct ages $1,250,000, the owners of 
the stock being untraceable. 
When Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Gosh* n converted the national debt 
in 1889, over 12,000 of the notices 
sent to stockholders were returned 
marked 
unknown,” and after every 
Pos bi hie inquiry had been made, $36,- 
250.000 remained unclaimed. 
The case of the Ashburnham chests 
of old silver, remembered after lying 
hidden in the cellar of a bank for over 
■ years is by no means unique. About 
35.000 ounces of silver that belonged 
to Harriet Mellon, the famous actress, 
have remained in the strongroom of 
( outts’ bank since 1830, the year of 
her death. 
There was no 
secrecy 
about the hiding place, for the octo­ 
genarian, Thomas Coutts, espoused 
the actress in 1815 and, dying seven 
years later, left the whole of his vast 
fortune to her. 
She was thirty-eight 
when the banker married her, and 
when she was fifty, she made a second 
alliance with William Aubrey de Vero, 
ninth duke of St. Albans, and died as 
a comely duchess three years after­ 
ward, “without either affection or in­ 
solence in the display of her wealth,” 
as Sir Walter Scott testified. 
Opulent in person and big of heart, 
Harriet showed her true self when, 
on the death of her banker-husband, 
she insisted on sharing her huge pos­ 
sessions—all hers by right—with her 
stepchildren. The public had idolized 
her throughout her stage career from 
the time when, as a child of eight, she 
had been a little mourner at the bier 
of Juliet, until February 7, 1815, when 
she took her farewell at Audrey. He* 
mother was a shopgirl in Cork, who 
became dresser and wardrobe keeper 
in Kean’s company. 
Her father was 
Lieut. Matthew' Mellon of the Madras 
infantry.

Brandeis, from answers made bv the 
railroads to the seventy-eight ques­ 
tions propounded. 
The question of policy was also un­ 
der discussion, that is, the foul? com­ 
missioners attending the session de­ 
bated as to whether it is any part of 
their duty to take notice of the im­ 
pression that prevails that favorable 
action by them will help restore con­ 
fidence in the only part of the busi­ 
ness world in which President Wilson 
finds any tendencies to drooping. 
A majority of the commissioners 
are inclined to “boost” instead of 
knock. 
The first drafts of the deci­ 
sion, 
it 
is 
commonly 
understood 
among all those who have had inti­ 
mate touch with the case, were of 
such a character that the denuncia­ 
tion of the practices of the carriers 
would have overshadowed 
the 
in­ 
creases and also the meaning of the 
suggestions as to how the carriers 
might increase their revenues with­ 
out resort to horizontal advances. 
For a week the understanding has 
been that the commissioners were 
softening their report so as t) enable 
the public to see that, at the worst, it 
was intended as a parental reproof, 
and not a pronouncement that rail­ 
roads are all evil and that if the 
public desire real relief, it would re­ 
quire more drastic action than any 
the commission could take. 
The older members of the commis­ 
sion all object to having the reports 
of the commission made the verdict 
of assurances to the public that fun­ 
damental conditions are 
sound, 
or 
anything of that kind. 
They have 
heretofore kept their reports within 
the limits of what they believe to be 
quasi-judicial 
deliverances. 
Their 
only exceptions have been reports on 
facts sent to congress for its infor­ 
mation and guidance. 
The New’ Haven, Frisco and other 
reports on the gyrations of the finan­ 
ciers and the operators 
of 
inside 
graft have not been regarded as de 
cisions. 
There has been more lati­ 
tude in that than the commissioners 
take in deciding 
contests 
between 
shippers and carriers. 
Theoretically 
the advanced 
rate 
case is a contest between shippers and 
carriers, hence the desire for cautious 
utterance, without semblance of com­ 
mendation or condemnation of the 
business situation.
